soldiers 
seem to be fairly well fed. 
The 
same thing is probably true of the 
workers in essential war industries. 
It is the old women and the old men, 
together with the children, who are 
being deprived th at the others may 
be fed. 
It is the process of selec­ 
tion that is being practiced in the 
distribution of the food 
supples; 
those incapable of rendering a war 
service being selected to be th e vic­ 
tims of hunger and slow stavation. 
Possibly it is because the suffering 
is so well confined to the classes 
that are helpless that it has not be­ 
fore now had the expected effect. -
